Lieut. Gen. Miles has filed with W 
Root a confidential report of his inspection 
of the military forces in the Philippines and 
his observations of the armies of Europe. 
Gen. Miles went to Manila last fall and made 
a thorough inspection of the troops and mili- 
tary garrisons there. He returned to the 
United States about a month ago, having 
passed through China, Russia, Germany, and 
Great Britain. In Russia he had an excel- 
lent opportunity to observe the Russian ar- 
mies, and was able to make comparisons 
with the troops of other countries from his 
observations of the soldiers forming the le- 
gation guards at Pekin. He went from 
Pekin to St. Petersburg, and all along the 
route made a close study of the military 
forces of the czar.

BRITISH HERO 18 ACCUSED 


MAJ, GEN. SIR HECTOR MACDON- 
ALD TO FACE TRIAL.

Famous Fighter on Way to Ceylon, 

Where Court Martial Is ordered 
Charged with Immoral Conduct Not 
Amenable to Laws of Island—Rose 
from the Ranks of the Gordon High- 
landers and Has Enviable Record— 


tur TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. 


LONDON, March 24.—A new military sen- 
sation was sprung upon the public today. It 
is one that all sections of the nation would 
have been glad to avoid, for it affects the 
personal character of one of the most dis- 
tinguished and most idolized soldiers in the 
British army, Maj. Gen. Sir Hector Mac- 
donald, who commanded the Highland bri- 
gade in south Africa, and who has been com- 
manding in Ceylon since 1902. 

He left Colombo some time ago for home, 
and rumor and speculation have been busy 
seeking to explain the reason therefor. None 
of the reports, however, hit the mark. Tele- 
grams from Colombo now corivey the news 
that Sir Joseph Ridgeway, governor of Cey- 
lon, informed the couneil at a meeting today 
that grave charges reflecting upon Gen. Mac- 
donald’s personal character had recently 
been brought against him. 

Anxious to Face Charges. 

The charges did not make the general 

amenable to the laws of Ceylon, but were 


to meet 4 court martial, which he had him- 
self requested and which the governor had 
authorized to convene. The governor con- 
cluded by saying he hoped the trial would 
result in the honorable acquittal of the gal- 
lant soldier who had so well served the em- 

Apart trom the governor’s official an- 
nouncement, telegrams state that rumors 
gravely involving Gen. Macdonald's moral 
character have been afloat for some time. 
They finally took such shape that they com- 
pelled the governor to summon Gen. Mac- 


the charge. As a result of their conference 
the governor authorized Gen. Macdonald 
to go to England to consult with his friends 
and superior officers. 

It is learned here that Earl Roberts, com- 
mander in chief of the forces, after having 
heard Gen. Macdonald's statement, said 
that it was his duty to return to Ceylon and 
demand à court martial, and in compliance 


back to Colombo, 
Offense, if True, Is Criminal. 

It is also stated that if the charges are sub- 
stantiated Gen. MacDonald may be punished 
as a criminal in England, but not in Ceylon. 
There is nothing to indicate that he is guilty 
or that he is other than a victim of gossip, 
and it is asserted that his superiors as well 
as his friends are convinced of his innocence. 
This belief will be shared by the public, to 
whose imagination the life story of Fight- 
ing Mac appeals strongly. 

While the army officials and many of his 
brother officers were aware that charges 
were pendin 


the 
regiment, March 21, at which Macdonald 
was not present. 

Lord Roberta, the commander in chief, paid 
tribute in a speech on that occasion to the 
Highland officers who had served with dis- 
tinction, but he did not mention Macdonald. 


Began as a Private, 

Maj. Gen. Hector Macdonald’s splendid 
career in the army constitutes a military ro- 
mance in contemporary real life. A private 
soldier twenty-nine years ago, he has risen 
higher in the service and at an earlier age 
than most men of his grade who started life 
with a commission, backed by the advantage 
of the best military education. 

He is a native of Ross-shire, and in 1868 
-he enlisted among the Gordons at the age 
of 17. 

The first nine years of his life as a soldier 
were humdrum enough. It was the Afghan 
war of 1879 that placed him with his feet 
firmly planted on fortune’s ladder. He en- 
tered the war with the Gordons as an active 
young sergeant of 26. He emerged from it 
with at least two brilliant records in the dis- 
patches, and with the rank of second lieuten- 
ant inhis own famous regiment. 

Early in the war his quality was put to a 
trying test. He was in command of a hill 
blockhouse, with a small detachment of Gor- 
dons and native troops. Hither was brought 
a rumor that an Afghan force had planned an 
ambush to catch Lord Roberts and his staff, 
who were moving with an escort of Lancers 
and Punjaub cavalry. After satisfying him- 
self throughgnative scouts that the rumor 
was well founded, Macdonald promptly 
marched to the threatened point, where he 
found the Afghans posted on high ground 
commanding the road. They greatly out- 
numbered his little. party. When the 
action was over thirty of the Afghans lay on 
the ground. For this important service Mac- 
donald won his first mention in dispatches, 
Lord Roberts paying warm tribute to his 
** coolness, judgment, and gallantry.” — 

With Roberts at Candahar. 

At ne engagement of Charasiah he was 

again mentioned in dispatches, took part in 


all the operations around Cabul, in the

Serves Under Kitchener. 

In 1891 he fought at Tokar, served under 
Kitchener for the first time as brigadier in 
the Dongola expedition of 1896; and for the 
second time at Abu Hamed in 1897. During 
both these campaigns his name figured prom- 
inently in the dispatches. 

Gen. Macdonald's career during the re- 
cent Boer war was one of endless bravery 
and daring. He succeeded Gen. Wauchope 
at Magersfontein and was largely instru- 
mental in bringing relief to Kimberley dur- 
ing the siege there. His appointment to the 
command in Ceylon was a reward for his 
services in the army and for his brilliant 
record.

'TEAMSTERS HALT 


FOUR STRIKES, 


Agency for Peace in Labor 
World ‘Refuses to Hear 

Appeals of Anti-Arbi- 
trating Unions. 


WARNING TO HOTHEADS. 


Resolution to Suspend Any Mem- 
bers Who Hereafter “ Walk 
Out“ in a Sympathy 

Fight. 


Members of the teamsters’ union in Chi- 
cago who go out on sympathetic strikes 
wil hereafter be expelled from the organ- 
ization and local branches of the same union 
that take a similar course will be suspendea 
pending a trial by the teamsters’ national 
executive board. 

This action was decided on last night at 
a joint meeting of the executive commit- 
tees of the thirty-seven Chicago locals. i 
was taken without opposition, for the team- 
sters have grown weary of bearing the bur- 
dens of every union that sees fit to go oux 
on a strike which they cannot win without 
Assistance. 

Officials of four striking unions were in 
the ante-rooms of the teamsters’ hall, wait- 
ing to plead for aid, when the action was 
taken. Each was refused. They were aii’ 
offered the good services of the teamsters 
to procure arbitration of their troubles ana 
with that they had to be content. The same 
treatment will be accorded to all in the fu- 
ture. 


_ Drastic Measures 

We shall show no mercy to any teamster 
or any local that dares to go on a‘sympa- 
thetic strike which we have not indorsed,” 
said President Albert Young. ‘ We adopted 
the policy of noninterference some time ago, 
but it has done little good. Now we shall 
adopt drastic measures. 

This constant striking has got to cease. 
Our employers have grown restive and our 
treasury has been depleted. If our new reg- 
ulations are not sufficient we will get a 
method that is. I do not believe that courge 
will be necessary.” 

The new rule was brought up in the form 


of a resolution which in part reads as fol- 


lows: 

Resolved, That we, the teamsters of Chi- 
cago and vicinity, in regular meeting assem- 
bled, do deplore the hasty action of various 
locals of teamsters in taking part in sympa- 
thetic strikes; and be ft further 

Resolved, That we enforce the laws of 
the union in regard to sympathetic strikes as 
laid down in our constitution, and that we 

recommend that any individual who vio- 

ges pre- 

al’ before | 

the joint executive board, and in the case of 

locals it shall be referred to the national 
executive board.“ 

The constitution provides that no local 
shall go on a sympathetic strike unless it ts 
indorsed by two-thirds of the locals in the 
vicinity or by the joint executive board, if 
such be formed. The leaders have decided 
that this does not go far enough, and have 
accordingly adopted the punishment scheme. 


Arbitration or Nothing. 

At the meeting last night two of the most 
important strikes in the city were brought 
up for consideration. The carriage and 
wagon makers asked for aid in their fight 
against the manufacturers’ club. President 
Young asked them if they would arbitrate. 

» “* We have nothing to arbitrate,” came the 
reply. 

“Then we have nothing to do with you,” 
shouted a teamster. 

Nonplused by this, the representatives of 
the appealing strikers changed front. While 
they had already forced 175 of the small 
wagon firms to sign their agreement, they 
acknowledged they would have to wage a 
long fight before the large houses will give in. 
Such a fight was deplored by the drivers, and 
on their advice the carriage men decided to 
allow President Young to name a committee 
to arrange for a meeting of the union and 
the employers. This will take place today. 

The gasworkers, statement takers, and 
meter inspectors who, have been struggling 
against the People’s Gaslight and Coke com- 
pany for over a month attempted to get help. 
They are willing to arbitrate, but as they did 
not consult the teamsters before the strike 
was called they, too, were refused. The other 
two strikes are considered of minor im- 
portance. 

Makes for Labor Peace, 

The stand of the teamsters will end the 
promiscuous stopping of teams that has 
marked practically all of the recent strikes. 
The step taken by business agents in the 
past has been to call out their men and 
then to order the teamsters to turn back 
with their loads of freight or supplies. This 
has been done where the teamsters have 
agreements and no grievances and has kept 
their officers in constant trouble. 

Wo are the hub of the labor movement, 
said President Young tn explaining the mat- 
ter. We come in contact with more 
branches of capital and labor than any other 
organization. We have grown so rapidly 
that our members believe we can do just 
as we please. They like to show their power 
and join in strikes that are unwarranted 
and against their own good. 

“The time has come when the labor in- 
terests in Chicago must realize that strikes 
are dangerous and that peaceable adjust- 
ment is best. We are advocates of arbi- 
tration and will do our share in furthering 
it even if it costs us some friends.“ 


Two Unions in a Clash. 

The quarrel between the two unfong in the 
sheet metal business of the city has alarmed 
the employers and thé officers of the other 
building trade unions. 

The striking union attempted to call a 
strike on the Schlesinger & Mayer building 
yesterday use members of the other 
organizati were at work. They failed, 
but they succeeded in getting the Fuller 
Construction company, which has control of 
the work, to consider their grievance. The 
officers of the company will hand down a de-

cision today. 


More Pay by Arbitration. 

The plasterers’ helpers, a branch of the 
Hodcarriers and Building Laborers’ union, 
have obtained an increase in wages after 
submitting their claims to an arbitration 
board presided over by Judge Orrin N. Car- 
ter. The men asked for an increase of 2% 
cents an hour over the present rate of 35 
cents. They were granted a raise of 1% 
cents. Two. thousand men are affected. 

Judge Holdom granted an injunction to

Enters by Front Window at Michigan

Show How Work Was Done, . 


Jewelry and other valuables worth $3,500 
were taken Monday evening by a lone porch 
climber from the residence of Mrs. John R. 


Hoxie, 4440 Michigan avenue. The robbery | 


was singularly bold even for this class of 
criminals. It occurred at 6:30 p. m., while 
the family was at dinner. The house stands 
at the corner of Forty-fifth street, with an 
electric Mght directly in front of it.

twilight and Michigan avenue must have 


been alive with carriages and pedestrians.

Rooms Left in Perfect Order. 

Dinner was served at a little after 6 
o’clock, and at that hour no one was on 
the second floor of the house. When Mrs. 
Hoxie went to her rooms later to dress for 
the theater there was no disorder to at- 
tract her attention. She first learned of 
the burglary when she looked for certain 
articles of jewelry which she wished to wear. 
They were missing. Search for them dis- 
closed the fact that a valuable diamond 
necklace had been taken and other articles. 

The work had been done skillfully and 
rapidly and in a manner to indicate that 
the robber knew what he wanted and where 
to find it. Scarcely anything else was dis- 
turbed. Two rooms only were visited. Mrs. 


Hoxie believes the thief took fright when 


he had gone that far and fled. 

The only clew of the mode of operation 
came from the scratches on the stone pillar 
and the tracks of a man in the snow. These 
led from the front porch through the lot 
to the rear and into the alley. 


Former Plot to Rob the House. 

Four years ago a plan was laid for therob- 
bery of the Hoxie home, it is believed. This 
was frustrated by the premature disclosure 
of the plot. A boy overheard some men talk- 
ing the job over after they had worked out 
all the details. The men had a plan of the 
entire house, carefully drawn, which was the 
basis of their scheme. This drawing was

Although a copy of the bond and a copy 
of a note of introduction from Pennell to 
Thayer were produced from the papers found 
in her safe deposit vault, the woman feigned 
ignorance of it, but as the district attorney 
‘pressed her further for answers and as his 
questions indicated that Pennell had planned 
such financial protection for her, a smilie 
appeared, as if she suddenly had found tite 
$25,000 that Pennell in his infatuation or in 


1 shrewdness planned to protect her with 


her husband should cast her off. 


‘More Letters as Evidence. 

More letters came to the surface today, 
some between Mrs. Burdick and her hus 

band, several from Pennell to her, anda 
new set, written by Mrs. Carrie Lamb Pen- 
nell to Burdick, begging him to take back. 
his wife. They were the voice of the woman 
whose husband Mrs. Burdick had stolen 
pleading with the husband who had cast 
her off. 

Mrs, Pennell seemed to be well aware of hem 
husband’s disposition. In one letter to Bur- 
dick she wrote thet “ Arthur does not regard 
Mfe any too highly,“ and also hinting at aa 
elopement or a double suicide, she wrote: 
“You know his romantic ncture; how 
would appeal to him to go and take her with 
him. This evidently was a hint to Burdick 
that he must change his course at once oF 
take the consequences, elthough from 2 


to be hot only foolishly sentimental But 
gloomy, depressed, and suicidal. In a fune- 
real screed last September he is heard say- 
ing: Fate is inexorable unless we choose 
to break it. On Sept. 22, 1902, Pennell was 
in Boston, and he wrote another melancholy 
missive to Mrs. Burdick, and in it he said; 
“ But we had our opportunity and tet it pass, 
and it will never come again unless we fores 
it to. Then came another letter, and in & 
he said: “ You will have no defense when 
assailed and I am gone.” In another he 
wrote: Fate at lest saves your children 
for you and from me. 


Dead Man Has His Revenge. 
Mrs. Burdick was a pitiable figure as she 
listened to the reading of these letters in the 
prosecutor's clear voice: It may have been 
Burdick’s intention to revenge himself on her 
and Pennell by having just such a scene im 
the divorce court. His friends thought that 
was his idea. If that was so, he has had tip 
revenge. 

Mrs. Burdick was quick to throw upon 
Pennell all the blame that she could shitt 
from her own narrow shoulders. When her 
own counselor took up a lite of questioning 
today to show that she had been pursued by 
the lawyer, she was keen to answer as he 
wished her to. Yet this same lawyer, who 
first appeared in court as the attorney for 
Mrs. Hull, seemed to shunt suspicion of the 
murder upon Pennell, and Mrs. Burdick dia 
not go out of the way to indicate that she 
did not suspect him. 

Mr. Hartzell even went to the point of « 
question implying the possibility that Mra. 
Pennell was in the den with Burdick the 
night he was murdered in his under clothes, 
Mrs. Burdick was at liberty to throw col@ 
water on this suspicion, but she did not 40 
go, although Mrs. Pennell had tried to make 
Burdick-forgive her. In all her answers a 
did not have a kindly word for the dead 
woman and the two dead men. She kept é@ 
selfish silence where she might have spoken 
better of the Pennells or ber husband, end 
her only task seemed to be to shift the re- 
sponsibility and the shame that has been 
thrust upon her. 

Tells of Plans Made by Pennell.

She swore Pen- 
nell had said that after Burdick got his di- 
vorce, Mrs, Burdick and he would go west 
and get divorces, and then get married.

Her lawyers saw to it that she was placed 
on record as denying that her relations with 
Pennell were criminal. The district attorn

Many Reasons for Decline. 

The decline in consols was attributed to 
the operation of the Goschen plan of reduc- 
tion of interest, the prospect of large bor- 
rowing transactions on the account of the 
Transvaal and London county council and 
other heavy issues. Easier conditions in the 
money market were not anticipated until the 

end of another week, when the government 
and dividend payments would be made. 

The relations of the American market to 
the decline are variously explained on the 
street, but there is a general agreement by 
financial experts that the fall in consols is 
due to local conditions more than the re- 
turn of large blocks from the United States. 
Americans are not borrowing in Germany, 
where the upward movement of money rates 

has continued, and where domestic trade is 
now in a sounder condition. 


Irish Members Joyful. 

The nationalist members are in a merry 
mood, and apparently satisfied that Wynd- 
ham will settle the land question by his 
speech introducing the bill. They have been 
anxious to create the impression in the island 
for many weeks that they knew what was 
going on in the Irish office, even if they had 
hot been consulted in the preparation of the 
bill. Wyndham has been reticent with the 
representative land owners who were behind 
the conference in Dublin, and it has been only 
at the last moment, if at all, that he has 
taken Redmond into his confidence. The

The prince Wales 
was present, and occupied his usual seat on 
the front cross bench. The peeresses’ and 
diplomatic galleries were well filled, while 
on the steps of the throne a number of privy 
eouncilors had assembled. 

Rosebery painted England's financial situa- 
tion in the most lurid colors. England's 
money bags, he maintained, had walled out 
Napoleon, and sorry indeed should he be if 
these money bags were ever depleted, but 
he ventured to say on the authority of every 
economist who had studied the question that 
the government was depleting the money 
bags how and bleeding the nation to death in 
‘time of peace.

NEAR TO PERPETUAL MOTION.

Show It Constantly Active, Undi- 
minished Power.

LONDON, March 24.—Radium, the mys- 
terious substance which has lately occupied 
the investigations of Prof. Crookes and other 
Prominent scientists, is the subject of a 
most important and interesting communica- 
tion just made to the French Academy of 
Sciences by M. Curie, a French physicist of 
the highest reputation and attainments, His 
statement would have been received with 
absolute incredulity if it had been offered 
by a less unimpeachable authority. 

Assisted by his clever wife in isolating 
radium, M. Curie discovered that it possesses 
the extraordinary property of continuously 
emitting heat without combustion, without 
chemical change of any kind, and without 
Why change in its molecular structure, which 
remains spectroscopicallty identical after 
Many months of continuous emission of heat. 

found further that radium maintains its 
n temperature at a point 1.5 centigrade 
(94.7 Fahrenheit) above its surroundings. 

is is equivalent to saying that the actual 
Quantity of heat evolved is such that the 
Hure radium salt would melt more than its 
OWn Weight of ice every hour or that half 
& pound of radium salt would evolve in one 
hour heat equal to that produced by burn- 
ing one-third of a cubic foot of hydrogen 
Gas, this evolution of heating going on con- 
Stantly for indefinite periods, leaving the 
Salt at the end of months of activity just as 
Potent as it was at the beginning. 

The world is thus made acquainted with 
a heat sufficient to raise mercury in a ther- 
mometer 2.7 degrees Fahrenheit, the output 
of which is maintained indefinitely without 
any visible compensation to the heat giving

SENATE MEETS IN HAVANA TO 
CONSIDER AMENDMENTS. 
Notable Difference of Opinion Exists as 
to the Advisability of Accepting 
Changes—Member Resents What He 
Terms Dictation of United States— 
Matter Is Finally Referred to Com- 
mittee with Directions to Report 
on Friday—Time for Action Is Short.

day in special session to consider the amend- 
ed reciprocity treaty as passed by the Amer- 
ican senate. Twenty members were present. 

A message was read from President Palma, 
in which he said that the executive consid- 
ered the treaty as Advantageous to the coun- 
try. As the time for ratification expires on 
March 31, he had felt obliged to call a spe- 
cial session of the senate in order to submit 
the amendments adopted by the American 
senate to the consideration of the Cuban 
senate. The president also sent copies of 
telegrams that had been exchanged by See- 
retary of State Zalso and Minister Quesada. 
The latter, in his dispatches, recommended 
the speedy adoption of the treaty. 

Sefior Zayas proposed that the treaty be 
discussed immediately, because, though he 
was opposed to the amendments, he did not 
wish to appear as delaying matters by advo- 
cating a referénce to a committee. 

Sefior Dols was in favor of referring the 
treaty to the committee on foreign affairs. 

‘Sanguily Resents Dictation. 

Sefior Sanguily argued that the real mean- 
ing of the two motions was that Sefior Zayas 
wanted an immediate discussion because he 
felt that a majority of the senate was op- 
posed to the amendments, while Sefior Dolz 
wanted to gain time. Sefior Sanguily re- 
ferred to the argument of Sefior Busta- 
ment, who said during the previous session 
that the senate could not amend the treaty, 
yet the American senate had amended it. 
This meant that the Cuban senate was sub- 
ject to the American body. The speaker 
made a passionate appeal to the sense of 
dignity of the Cubans. 

Sefior Bustamento replied that what had 
been done was that a new treaty had been 
made by the action of the American senate, 
and it should be considered as such. He de- 
clared that the interested classes in the coun- 
try were showing themselves opposed to the 
treaty. These classes were consulted before 
and why should they mot be consulted again? 


Committee to Report on Friday. 

It was unanimously decided to refer the 
treaty to the committee on foreign relations 
which will report on Friday. Itis stated that 
the idea is to put the responsibiliy upon the 
economic corporations, which will con- 
sulted. | 

Sefior Quesada says that the new protocol 
was without precedent, and the approval of 
two-thirds of the senate would be neces- 
sary.

RELIGIOUS PLEAS REJECTED. 


French Chamber of Deputies Refuses All 
Applications for Authorization by 
the Preaching Orders. 


PARIS, March 24.~—The chamber of depu- 
ilies, by a vote of 304 to 246, tonight rejected 
all the applications for authorization made 
by the religious preaching orders. 

The entire session today was devoted to 
a discussion of the government’s bill which 
opposes the application of the preaching or- 
ders for authorization, and the chamber, by 
its vote refusing to pase to the discussion of 
the clauses of the bill, thereby declined to 
consider the applications separately for au- 
thorization to remain in France, but reject- 
ed them all by a single vote. 

Among the orders thus expelled from 
France is the English Passionist order, 
which conducts a church in the Avenue 
Hoche for English and Amerlean Roman 
Catholics, and in whose behalf British Am- 
bassa dor Monson and United States Ambas- 
sador Porter recently interested themselves. 

M. Plichon made an eloquent appeal in fa- 
vor of the preaching orders. 

Premier Combes briefly summed up the 
government's case. He urged that there 
was no place in modern society for the re- 
ligious céngregations. It was not peace, but 
war, that the preaching monk brought in 
the folds of his gown. The monks had con- 
ducted a campaign against the conquests 
of the republic and against all republican 
progress. Their aim seemed to be to stimu- 
late a hatred of republican laws ani to make 
appeals for reactionary revolts. The vote 
on the bill then was taken.

British Officials Regret Reflections Upon 
Americans in Report of Former 
Minister to Venezuela. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
LONDON, March 24.—Replying to a ques- 
tion by Mr. Thomas Gibson Bowles in the 
house of commons today Premier Balfour 
said Mr. Hay, the United States secretary 
of state, had brought the matter of the 
Venezuela blue book to the notice of the 
government. Mr. Hay had been informed 
by Sir Michael Herbert, the British ambassa- 
dor at Washington, that the reflections in the 
book on members of the United States lega- 
tion at Caracas had escaped his notice, as 
otherwise it would not have been published, 
ah error of this Kind, however regrettable, 
Mr. Balfour, said, might occur in any depart- 
ment, and of course proper notice would 
be taken of the matter. 

The blue book referred to was published 
Feb. 16.

| SAINT “LOOIE,” THE GOOD 


‘Hated Only Because of an 
System. 


Tun TRIBUND was asked yesterday if i 

would give the devil his due.” Here it is: 
Saint Louls Greenberg, philanthropist, 

friend of the poor, protector of the wronged, 


picture drawn by the friends of the constable 
whose deeds have made him a bogy man in 
Chicago.” 

With pulpit, and public, and press demand- 
ing the removal of the notorious Greenberg; 
with scores of men and women whose homes 
he has invaded demanding that he beousted: 
with Judge Carter saying he should not be 
allowed to be a constable—with all this, 
Greenberg’s friends etick by him and declare 
that he is hated merely because he does his 
duty, accept the most trying cases, and re- 
fuses to be influenced. They say he has 
been made the scapegoat because of hatred 


His Friends Do the Talking. 


Greenberg will not talk of his works, either 
good or evil. He refuses to deny any accusa- 
tion brought against him, but, once in a 
while he will settle down and spin yarns 
about his profession, and the stories he tells 
are so stirring that the listener forgets 
that Greenberg probably is the most hated, 
feared, and despised man in all Chicago. 

There is something about Greenberg that 
draws his associates close to him, and they 
are loyal. The story of his life and deeds 
Was recounted yesterday by one of his lieu- 
tenants, who has served six years at the side 
of the constable, helping him serve writs, 
cart away property, and outwit persons 
against whom they were trying to enforce 
claims, 

He also has helped Greenberg break down 
doors and fight persons behind those doors 
and get the money or the property. 

He’s a Little Man, but —— 

Greenberg usually is pictured as a giant, 
brutal, and a thorough ruffian. Asa matter 
of fact, he is a typical little Jew and weighs 


about 134 pounds clothed or 123 in his sock- 
less feet. He is miid mannered, smiling, 


ality, and extremely quick tempered—he ad- 
mits this. ' 

He was born on the shores of the Baltic, 
came to New York when a baby, moved to 
Chicago, and by hard work scraped his way 
through law school. He was not a success 
as a lawyer despite the fact that he has an 
extraordinary memory. His appearance and 
his lack of rudimentary education were 
against him, and, after a long struggle, dur- 
ing which he often assisted constables in 
levying on property, Greenberg became a 
constable himself. 

** Loole began wrong,” said the lieutenant. 
He had a lot of hoodlums as his assistants 
and their acts gave him 4 bad reputation. 
He has been a constable for many years now 
and I defy any one to show one case in which 
Greenberg ever levied on the property of a 
poor person, ever proceeded against a sick 
person, or ever made a levy in which he was 
. “The trouble is that hihe-téenthe of the 
people do not realize that if they fail to take 
an appeal within twenty days after a judg- 
ment has been given. against them they are 
beaten. They have no recourse, and must 
pay up or their goods will be seized. Often 
they are angry because the judgment is un- 
just. Often they think they have safeguard- 
ed themselves in such way as to be able to 
defy a constable. 

“Looie,” the Wise One. 

“ Loole Greenberg knows before he ever 
accepts a case just how the land lays and he 
knows the law. They cannot slip out by false 
schedules and they cannot deceive him by 
faise transfers of property. Loole has a won- 
derful memory. He never takes a case unless 
no can quote some law which justifies him in 
proceeding as he plans to proceed. That is 
why he is so successful. 

*Loole is often represented as a profane 
man, abusive and ruffianly. I have worked 
with him six years and only twice have I 
ever heard him utter an oath, and each time 
it was when his horse tried to bolt. ; 

“Tf any one in Chicago should attempt to 
do the work of a constable he would realize 
what provocations and what desperate resist- 
ance we meet—always from persons who are 
trying to defraud someone. Take the case of 
Mra. —— —. We had had a writ against 
that woman and we tried for three months to 
get service on her. We always found the 
doors chained and we could not get into the 
house or catch her. 

Down Through a Coal Hole. 


„One day Looie and I were going past and 
they were putting coal into the basement. 
We knew that once inside the house we 
could force as many doors as necessary, 80 
we slid down the coal hole. The man down 
there told us the lady of the house wasn't 
at home. We went up the basement stairs 
and knocked. There was an answer, but the 
woman wouldn't open the door, so we forced 
it gently, so as not to do any damage, and 
we found our quarry there and read the 
papers to her. 

“Then she asked us to wait. We waited 
and she went downtown. We waited from 10 
in the morning until 2 o’clock, and then she 
came back and said her lawyer told her not 
to pay. We warned her we would take awav 
the goods, and she pleaded for more time, so 
we waited until her husband came home at 6 
o'clock. He went and got the money and 
settled the claim. 

„Then they both shook hands with Looie 
and told him if he ever had another claim 
to write them a note and they would settle, 
and they thanked us for our kindness in wait- 
ing. We have had more writs against them 
since, and the chains are on the doors again 
e can't get in. So now they are making 
complaints that we proceeded without get- 
ting service on them. 

Greenberg Fond of Rugs. 1 

„ Loole has a great—and fatal—weakness 
for oriental rugs. They are so easy to roll 
up and they won't break. One day we had 
to collect from a prominent man up on the 
north shore. He had quarreled and refused 
to pay a little judgment and had let it go 
without appealing. Six or seven constables 
nad been bluffed out of seizing his property, 
but Loolé took the case. He went out with 
me Saturday afternoon, so as to have as 
little trouble as possible, and we began to 
collect Turkish rugs. | 

„We notified the man by telephone of 
what ‘was doing.“ and he defied us to go 
ahead. Then he got his servant on the tele- 
phone, and she kept him posted. We found 
his shotguns and his gold watch with his 
name on it, and then I suggested that we 
take a féw bits of cut glass. Finally, while 
Loole was making his selections, the man 
capitulated and promised to pay at our down- 
town office inside of ten minutes. 

“As for that fellow Forsyth, who started 
the Anti-Constable league, he was easy for 
us. Looie was mad when he read about it. 
We drove downtown, and the first man we 
met asked us if we wanted a fudgment 
against Forsyth. We jumped at the oppor- 
tunity and inside ofan hour we had the judg- 
ment and had cleaned out the place. We

Richard Wagner in his lifetime was a 
man of war. Even in his grave the wars 
go merrily on. He fought with his enemies 
and with his friends, with Christians and 
with Jews, with shopkeepers and with 
creditors, with opera managers and with 
singers,. with municipal corporations and 
with the German government. In his will 
he created an opportunity for more fight- 
ing after he was gone, and that fighting 
is now conducted by his widow, Cosima, 
who has proved herself as eager a fighter 
as her husband. 
In his will Wagner. stipulated that his 
last opera, Parsifal,“ should be produced 
at Baireuth only. The motive which urged 
him was more ‘commer than artistic.

The council passed a fi smoke ordinance 
night before last. It is in theory a decided 
improvement on the. old one. It puts in 
charge of one department the work of smoke 
‘| inspection and boiler inspection. All plans 
for steam plants must be examined and ap- 
proved before the building department can 
issue a permit for the erection of the build- 
ings. This will put a stop, as far as new 
plants are concerned, to one fruitful cause 
of the smoke nuisance. That is the installa- 
tion of boilers which cagnot do properly the 
do. The ordinance 
has other provisions, which, if enforced, will 
diminish greatly the volume of smoke with- 
out, interfering in the ldast with the manu- 
facturing industries of the city. The whole 
question of the abatement of the smoke nui- 
sance is summed up in the words, if en- 
forced.” No ordinance, no matter how per- 
fect, enforces itself. There must be behind 
it mén who know how it can. be enforced 
intelligently, and who do it, uninfluenced by 
the pleas of offenders or the requests of 
political friends. The new smoke ordinance 
will do no more good than the old one has 
done unless there is a business administra- 
tion to exact obedience to it. 

It is known to the general public that one 
of the weakest points of successive Harrison 
administrations has been the unwillingness 
to enforce ordinances.| They’ have been 
looked on as things to be suspended when- 
ever anybody who could command a little 
political influence asked for their suspen- 
sion.

He thinks he should 
de allowed to show an obliging disposition 
towards those in whose behalf the politicians 
who surround him intercede. 

Mr. Stewart does not believe that a mayor 
can lawfully suspend an ordinance for any 
one. He believes in the equal enforcement of 
the laws. He approves of that policy, not 
merely because it is fair and honest but 
cause it ie businesslike. The business man 
is trained to obey orders. When that kiad 
of man is put in the mayor’s office and it 
devolves on him to execute an ordinance he 
finds on the statute books he obeys orders. 
He selects intelligent subordinates and 

them to do what the law directs, and 
they obey his orders without favoring any- | 
body.

AN INCORPORATED UNION. 

The incorporation of labor unions has been 
many times suggested by the representatives 
of corporations and by employers as one 
of the remedies for the unsettled relations of 
labor and capital, and as a sure method for 
holding. unions to their agreements by mak- 
ing them responsible in the courts. When- 
ever it has been suggested it has been 
strenuously resisted by the union leaders, 
and prominent among them, Mr. Gompers, 
the chief of the American Federation of 
Labor. 
It is curious that notwithstanding this 
widespread opposition to incorporation 
among the unjons one of the strongest 
unions in New England, the Metal Polish- 
ers, Buffers, Plate Molders, and Brass 
‘Workers’ union No. 78 of Meriden, Conn., 
has filed articles: of incorporation with the 
secretary of state at Hartford. The ap- 
plicants declare that the objects of incor- 
poration are reduction of the hours of labor, 
municipal ownership of public utilities, gov- 
ernment ownership of national monopolles, 
abolition of government by injunction in 
controversies between capital and labor, 
enhancement of wages, and the welfare of 
all laboring classes. 
| There will be no objection on the part of 
employers in Meriden to the incorporation 
of this union, for in time of labor trouble 
they will have something responsible to deal 
with and something they can sue.. It re- 
mains to be seen how the Meriden incorpora- 
tion will work practically. Its program is 
an ambitious one. So fur as reduction of the 
hours of labor and increase of wages are 
concerned all unions are contending for 
these objects, which are purely industrial. 
The other objects set down are not to be ob- 

i from employers, but from the city or 
state or nation, and to this extent they are 
political, and the union will have to resort 
‘to political methods to obtain them. It is 
possible for the union to secure fewer hours 
and better wages, but incorporation is not 
Nevertheless 
the incorporated union will have a recog- 
nized standing among business men. They 
will negotiate with it and enter into con- 
tracts with it exactly as they would with 
any other corporation.

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OUNT LYOF TOLSTOI, the celebrat- 


ed author, whose works enjoy such 


extensive fame in the United States, 

is not the only member of his house 

who has incurred the anger of — 
orthodox church, There is likewise 
Nicholas Tolstoi, one of his cousins, — 

whose father was for many years one of 


the heads of the department of foreign af- | 


fairs at St. Petersburg, who has been in 
the past an object of wrath to the holy 
synod, and especially to its late procurator 
general, Pobiedonotsoff, who, indeed, caused 
him to be imprisoned in a monastery at 
Moscow; and was about to have caused him 
to be deprived of his civil rights, of his 
nobiliary honors, and of his property, when 
young Tolstoi was suddenly set at liberty 
and allowed to go abroad by the personal 
order of the present czar. 

Nicholas II. already in those days indi- 
cated his disapproval of the attitude of the 
holy synod and of the government in treat- 
ing apostasy from the Russian orthodox 
church as an offense against the laws of 
the land and as treason to the crown—views 
to which he has given.since the beginning 
of the present month public and official ex- 
pression by his recent ukase of March 10, 
granting full religious liberty to all his 
subjects “and it is probable that the Musco- 
vite legation accredited to the vatican will 
now cease its demands upon the latter to 
compel Count Nicholas Tolstoi to absent 
himself from Rome during the impending 


visit of the czar to the Eternal City and“ 


to the holy father. 

Indeed, since the issue of the ieaperial 
proclamation of March 10 there is no rea- 
son why the czar should not receive Count 
Nicholas Tolstoi during his stay at Rome, 
in spite of the fact that the young nobleman 
has not only become a convert to the Roman 
Catholic Saree but also one of its ase 
ates. | 

— 

“The story of young Nicholas Tolstoi is 
indeed a remarkable one. He was educated 
at the expense of Alexander III., along with 
other young noblemen, at the so-called 
School of Pages at St. Petersburg, and on 
graduation received, in accordance with the 
usual custom, a commission as officer in 


one of the cavalry regiments of the guards. 


This honor he declined, to the astonishment 
of the monarch and to the dismay of his 


relatives, and obtained his majesty's per- 


mission to perform his term of obligatory 
military service as a mere private in an 
ordinary line regiment, stationed in one of 
the Polish provinces. 

As soon as he obtained his discharge he 


_entered the Ecclesiastical academy at Mos- 


cow and began his studies for the priest- 
hood, In order to appreciate the sensation 
caused by this course it is necessary to 
point out that in Russia the priesthood do 
not occupy a high place in the social scale, 
and that for nobles to join its ranks is ex- 
ceedingly rare. 

It cannot be said that the priests are 
treated as a-class with reverence or even 
respect, and in nearly all of the popular 
comic stories and plays it is always the 
priest who is held up to ridicule and who is 
the butt of all merriment. 

Immediately on being ordained, Count 
Tolstoi accepted the titular appointment of 
chaplain to his relative, Prince Urusoff, 
and thereupon embarked upon a series of 
long voyages to the holy land, India, Per- 
sia, China, and Japan, during the course 
of which he conceived the colossal scheme 
of effecting a union between all the churches 
of the world, convinced in his own mind 
that not only the various sects of Chris- 
tianity but also Buddhism, Brahminism, 
Mohammedanism, Judaism, etc., had de- 
rived the inspirations of their religious 
teachings from common source. 


On his return to more he made his way 
to Rome, where he was presented to Leo 
XIII., who was greatly interested in his 
project. The holy father himself made him 
| acquainted with the learned Benedictine 
monk, Caluno, and with the two Cardinals 
Vanutelli, and it was through them that 
he soon afterwards published in the Osser- 
vatore Romana, the principal newspaper or- 
gan of the vatican, a number of remarkable 
letters in favor of @ reunion between the 
Roman Catholic church and that known as 
the orthodox. | 

To what extent he enjoyed the favor of 
Leo XIII., who has never made any secret 
of his earnest wish to illustrate his ponti- 
ficate by a restoration of the union between 
the Greek and the Latin rites, may be gath- 
ered from the fact that he actually permit- 
ted the young Russian priest to celebrate 
mass according to the orthodox Muscovite 
tashion in the catacombs of St. Sebastian. 

It was a remarkable service, that mass 
of Father Tolstoi in the catacombs, the first 
of the kind that had been celebrated there 
since the days of the early Christians, long 
before the schism between the Latin and 
Greeks rites had taken place. A large con- 
gregation, composed of people of various 


‘nationalities, was present, including a number 


of Russians, and before bringing it to a con- 
clusion the young priest, who was garbed 
in his Muscovite vestments, offered up pray- 
ers for Leo XIII. as the most august and 


‘highest ecclesiastical authority on earth, 


coupling his name with that of the czar,as 
that of the mightiest temporal ruler of the 
universe, imploring Providence to bring 
about the reunion of the twosister churches, 


— 


The next step was the conversion of Count 


Tolstol to the church of Rome, by no less 


a personage than the holy father himself, 
followed by his consecration as a priest of 
the Roman rite. He was even appointed to 
the office of domestic prelate with the title 
of monsignor—that is to say, as a dignitary 
of the papal household, by the venerable 
pontiff, who looked upon this fair haired, 
blue eyed enthusiast as destined to become 
a valuable instrument, both by reason of his 
aristocratic connections in Russia and by 
his knowledge of the Russian clergy, in bring- 
ing about the longed for reconciliation of 
the Greek and Catholic churches. 
These expectations, however, were rudely 
when the vatican suddenly re- 
ceived an intimation from the Muscovite 
envoy to the Holy Seat to the effect that 
Count Tolstoi had been excommunicated by 
the holy synod at St. Petersburg, and that 
his presence at the vatican was a source of 
considerable irritation in St. Petersburg. 
Indeed, it is said that the Russian minister 
even went so far as to intimate that Count 
Tolstoi might become a cause of rupture 
of diplomatic relations between the two 


courts. 


- Forced to dnohse 88 the interests of 
all the 12,000,000 Catholics subject to the 
ezar and the feelings of a solitary convert, 
such as Nicholas Tolstoi, the ecclesiastical 
authorities had no alternative but to urge 
him to leave Rome. This he did, and started 
for Russia with the object of submitting to 
the czar in person the fact that religious 
freedom had been promised alike by Peter 
the Great and Empress Katherine II., and 
that in joining the church of Rome he had 
committed no ¢crime. But on crossing the 
Muscovite frontier he was at once arrested 
and conveyed to Moscow, where he remained 
a prisoner im one of the great monasteries 
there until pardoned and released by the 
order of the present czar. He streightway 
made his way back to Rome, where he has 
made his headquarters ever since, the Rus- 
sian envoy at the vatican refraining from 
offering any further protests against the 
presence at the vatican of one who had 
been an object of the czar’s good will. 

It was only recently, when the arrange- 
ments for the Russian emperor’s visit to 
Rome and to the vatican were made, that 
he urged that Mgr. Count Tolstoi should be 
kept away during the Muscovite monarch’s 
stay in the Eternal City, recommendations 
which, however, will have been stopped by 
f March 10.

There are at the present time about 
125000 practicing physician’ in the United 
States who belong to what are known as 
the regular schools. This does not in- 
clude the tens of thousands of “ healers” 
of various kinds, such as Christian Scientists, 
faith healers, etc. 

According to the census of 1900 there was 
in this country one physician to every 622 
people, a proportion much larger than that 
which exists in any of the countries of 
Europe. 

In Chicago the proportion is even larger, 
there being herein active practice about 3,000

“regular” physicians, or one to every 800 


people. 
Authorities agree that one physician to 


every 600 people is quite enough, if the doc- 
tors are to make a fair living. But every 
year, notwithstanding, several thousand 
new doctors hang out their signs and the 
proportion grows constantly larger. 

Each year it is estimated that 1,600 physi- 


medical colleges of the country turn out 
during the same period an average of 5,900 
new doctors, or nearly four times as many 
as are needed to make up the loss. Allowing 
for a sufficient number to provide for the 
natural annual increase in population there 
yet remain threeor four thousand physicians 
each year fof whom there is no need, and, 
as a matter of fact, no place. 

Altogether there are more than 150 medical 
colleges in the country, with a total enroll- 
ment of 25,000 students. Chicago, alone, has 
sixteen medical schools, with more than 3,000 
students enrolled, 

Members of the medical profession will 
generally admit that their profession is 
overcrowded. They are interested in cut- 
ting down the number of new men who enter 


tors. To this end the entrance examinations 
have been made more difficult within the last 
few years. In most cases the course of 
study before the degree of M. D. is granted’ 
has been lengthened and made more difficult. 
And vet the number of medical students 
annually increases, as does the number of 
graduate doctors. 

A high school graduate would probably 
be wise not to enter the medical profession 
unless he feels so strongly called to do so 
that to do otherwise would be painful. 

He must, after leaving the high school, 
spend three or four years and probably as 
many thousand dollars in prelimiary study. 
Then, if he can accomplish it, he will be 
wise to get a position as an interne in the 
Cook County hospital or some other great 
institution of the kind, in which he can in 
a couple of years get more actual experience 
in the treatment of patients than comes to 
the average young physician in a score of 
years in individual practi¢e. One of the 
most prominent physicians in Chicago is on 
record as declaring that the position of in- 
terne in the Cook County hospital is worth 
$20,000 to any young doctor, just starting in 
his profeasten. 

But even with that rare advantage to his 
credit the average young doctor will be 
lucky if he succeeds in earning a living for 
the first five years after he hangs out his 
| Shingle. He is barred by the strict ethics 
ot his profession from advertising or in any 


other active way soliciting business. There- 


fore, he will be driven to become what is 
professionally known as a quack or to 
secure friends and patients in one or more ot 
a score of well known but devious ways. 
Some young doctors join a number of secret 
societies and so enlarge their circle of ac- 
quaintances, perhaps becoming examining 
physician for one or more of the fraternal 
insurance orders, Others take an active part 
in church work or in society. At the best 
they will be likely to come near starving 
— * a while — they observe “ professional 
ethics ’’ and have no private means 
to fall back. 
The rewards, both financial and otherwise, 
are great once one becomes a ‘prominent

in the country, and even in Chicago, whose 
earnings amount to $40,000 a year. but they 
are extremely few. Meanwhile there are 
thousands cf experienced men who do not 
earn so much as $1,000a year. The average 
earnings of Chicago physicians is said not 
to exceed the latter stim. 

At the same time there fs no class of men 
who have greater opportunities of doing 
practical good in the world, and there is per- 
haps none which takes greater advantage of 
them. The’ amount of human suffering 
which is relieved free of all charge by the 
physicians of the country is almost beyond 
computation. 

The high school graduate who feeis him- 
self called to devote his life to the relief and 


cure of suffering men and women need not 


hesitate because the profession is over- 
crowded. The possession of such a feeling 
on the part of a young man or woman enter- 
ing the profession is one of the best guaran- 
tees of success in it, even from a purely 


financial standpoint. 
But the graduate who feels no special call 


and is simply looking for an occupation in 


life win do perhaps do well to select one in 
which the competition is not so keen and 
the supply so much greater than the legitt- 
mate demand. 


The law, in Chicago 4 at least, is even more 
overcrowded than medicine. There are be- 
tween 4,000 and 5,000 practicing lawyers in 
the city. And every year there are between 
800 and 400 new attorneys who hang out 
their signs here. During each year some- 
thing like 200 Chicago lawyerg die or go out 


of business, so that the aggregate number 4 


increases by more than 200 a year. 

As in medicine, a few lawyers make «a 
large income. But the average earnings of a 
Chicago lawyer, according to the estimate 
of one of the more successful of their num- 


ber, aré less than those of a bricklayer. 


Lawyers, like physicians, also are bound 
by a more or less strict code of ethics. But 
this code is violated more frequently by at- 
torneye than by doctors. 

The intense competition among attorneys 
for business and the fact that there are really 
more in practice than there is any legitimate 


demand for has resulted in practically driv-. 


ing a considerable number of the profession 
to what is professionally called “ ambulance 
chasing.“ It is these ambulance chasers” 
who carefully follow up all accounts of accl- 
dents in the newspapers and immediately 
call, in person or by an agent, at the home 
of the injured parties, with the idea of per- 
suading them to begin suit for damages 
against the corporation, firm, or individual 
on whose property or through whose care- 
lessness they were injured. 

As a result of the work of these ambu- 
lance chasers, who are almost always will- 
ing to take cases on a contingent fee, de 
pending on the size of the verdict they may 
secure, the courts of every large city are 
constantly clogged with personal damage 
suite.

Sandoval King of Insurgents. 


Something has been said of Gen. Francisco 
Luis Sandoval.

TOWN OF SURIGAO RETAKEN 
| FROM CONVICTS. 


Attack Made by Band of Mscaped Pris- 
oners and One American Killea — 
Rest of Whites, Including Women, 
Under Guidance of “ Yellowstone ” 
Kelly, Stand Of Assailants Until 
Help Arrives from Iligan— Troops in 
Pursuit of Outlaws. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ]} 
- MANILA, March 24.—The town of Surigao, 
in the northwestern part’ of the island of 
Mindanao, which was captured on Sunday 
dy ladrones, was relieved today. The Amer- 
ican officials and foreigners were found to 
be safe. 

Eighty ladrones, led by ten escaped con- 
victs and Conception, a bandit, participated 
in the attack on Surigao. They had twenty 
rifles and forty bolos, and succeeded in sur- 
prising and rushing the constabulary bar- 
racks and stampeding the constabulary. In- 
spector Clarke was killed at the first rush. 
The ladrones captured eighty rifles, 


“Yellowstone” Kelly a Hero. 


Nine Americans, including two women, re- 
treated to the provincial building, where, 
under the direction of Luther S. Kelly, pro- 
vincial treasurer, formerly a captain of vol- 
unteers, and still earlier an Indian scout, 
known as Yellowstone ’’ Kelly, barricadea 
the building against the attacking party. The 
Americans, armed only with a few shotguns 


defense against the ladrones, refusing to 
yield to an ultimatum demanding guns, by 
the reply of Kelly that they would not give 
up a single gun and would kill on sight any 
ladrone within range. ; 

Assistant Chief Taylor arrived at Surigao 
with a constabulery force about eighteen 
hours after the attack. On his approach 
the ladrones disappeared, and columns are 
now: following them. 


Asked Aid for Iligan. 

The cable from Surigao lands near pro- 
vincial building in which Americans took 
refuge, and they were thus able tocommuni- 
cate with the military commander at Iligan. 
and with constabulary headquarters at Cebu. 
Two constabulary inspectors were absent 
from Surigao in Cebu, where they were 
passing their examinations for promotion, 

Sufigao has been regarded as a quiet prov- 
ince since the capture and sentence of the 
ladrones, but their escape led to difficulty. 
If deemed necessary by the military com- 
mander the commission will suspend the 
writ of habeas corpus for Surigao. 

Three companies of United States in- 
fantry will reach Surigao tomorrow, and 
then probably will start in pursuit of the 
ladrones. The government forces operat- 
ing in Albay province, island of Luzon, have 
established a concentration zone, in the 
center of that province, twenty-seven miles 
long and ten miles wide, and have a series 
of detachments of troops following the vari- 
ous ladrone bands. 


Gov. Taft Under Treatment. 

Physicians who have been treating Gov. 
Taft for three weeks for intermittent bowel 
troubles decided today that he was suffer- 
ing from anaemic dysentery and ordered 
rigid treatment. A voyage to Sulu for the 
purpose of settling the troubles there, on 
which the governor intended to start to- 
morrow, will therefore have to be aban- 
doned. His illness will also possibly delay 
the proposed removal of the insular govern- 
ment to Benguet for the hot season.

The opin- 
ion was expressed last night that President 
Roosevelt would delay action until his visit, 
when, it is expected by Mr. Williams’ friends, 
an explanation of the case will result in Mr.

Mr. Williams left Chicago last night, to be 
gone a week or more. He wasinformedthat 
his mother was dying at her home in Buffalo, 
N, Y., and he left immediately for her bed- 
side. 
Senator Hopkins Explains. 

Senator Hopkins was in the city during the 
day, and repeated his declaration that dis- 
satisfaction with the administration of the 
subtreasury had arisen at Washington, and 
that he had recommended L. T. Hoy of Wood- 
stock for the place.

Little Chance to Save Williams. 


Washington, D. C., March 24.—[Special.]— 
Many leading bankers of Chicago have in- 
terceded with the secretary of the treasury 
in behalf of Assistant Treasurer William P. 
Wiliams, who is slated for removal. Tele- 
gtams and letters poured into the treasury 
department today protesting against the re- 
moval of Mr. Williams. They also requested 
the secretary of the treasury to permit Mr. 
Williams to be heard and given full oppor- 
tunity to present his case. The dispatches 
assert it would be unjust to cut off his offi- 
cial head without giving him an opportunity 
to defend himself against the charges 
brought against him. 

Senator Cullom also has requested of the 
secretary of the treasury, as well as the 
president, that Mr. Williams should not be 
removed untH the senator knows exactly 
what is contained in the charges, and 
whether or not they are based on solid foun- 
dation. 

Secretary Shaw was due to return here to- 
night, and nothing will be done until he 
gets back to his desk. It is the custom in 
the treasury department as well as all other 
branches of the government to grant a 
hearing to officials against whom charges 
have been made. It is not likely an excep- 
tion will be made in the case of Assistant 
Treasurer Williams. 

Notwithstanding this, however, Mr. Will- 
jams already is slated for removal, and 
his successor, Luman T. Hoy, has been 
agreed upon. The president has made up 
his ming to remove Mr. Williams, but not 
until the secret service officials had investi- 
gated the charges made, and found them 
true, at least in part. There is no refiection 
on the personal honesty of Assistant Treas- 
urer Williams, but only upon his failure 
to conduct his office on strict business prin- 


ciples.

INJUNCTION OF MBS. ROSA SCHOEN 
AT RACINE UNSHAKEN. 


Judge of Circuit Court Declares It Must 
Stand Pending Decision of Her Suit 
for $10,000 Damages—Picketing for 
Purpose of Intimidation Forbidden 
~—Restraining Order Analysed and 
Purpose of the Various Sections in 
It Explained. 


Racine, Wis., March 
the fight of one woman against the com- 
bined labor organizations of Racine the 
woman has scored another point, and the 
unions are still restrained from interfering 
with her business and her employés. 

Tne woman is Mrs. Rosa Schoen of the 
Schoen Manufacturing company, and the 
opposition comprises Mathias Bondmyer, 
president of the local trade and labor coun- 
cil; Christ Jennsen, organizer of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, and about thirty- 
two other persons belonging to labor unions, 
who have declared a strike at Mrs. Schoen’s 
store and instituted a boycott. 

All Mrs. Schoen’s work people, mostly girls 
engaged as cloak and dress makers, struck, 
and the regular strike methods were im- 
mediately put into operation. Mrs, Schoen 
promptly sued the labor leaders and the. 
strikers for $10.000 damages, whereupon the 
strike operations were renewed more seal- 
ously than before. 

Woman Gets an Injunction. | 

Then Mrs. Schoen applied to the Circuit 
court and secured an injunction against 
all the persons interfering with her. 

Then the labor unions appealed to the 
court for a modification of the order, which 
they claimed was oppressive and unfair to 

After a hearing of ts by both } 
sides the court decided that the injunction, 
was legally correct and fair and ruled that 
it must stand.

This means, of course, and it 
would seem unnecessary to so state, that 
defendants are enjoined from so interfering 
by any unlawful] means. What might be 
lawful means and what might be unlawful 
means cannot be now defined. : 


Picketing Is Not Lawful. 

“The next part of the injunctional order 
in question is: That part of the injunctional 
order which restrains such defendants from 
collecting in and about the approach to 
plaintiff's factory and premises, for the pur- 
pose of picketing or patrolling or guarding 
the streets, avenues, gates, and approaches 
to the factory buildings and premises of the 
plaintiff, for the purpose of intimidating, 
threatening, or coercing any of the employés 
of the plaintiff or any person seeking em- 
ployment of plaintiff.’ 

In the case at bar it is not the mere main- 
taining of a patrol that is enjoined, but the 
maintaining of a patrol for the purpose of 
intimidating, threatening, or coercing. What 
would constitute either could be determined 
only when the particular act alleged as an 
offense should be properly brought before 
the court.

It was midnight when the final curtain fell 
last evening on the first performance in 
Chicago of “Du Barry,” the Belasco play 
in which Mrs. Carter has made the sensa- 
tional success of her career and of the sump- 
tuousness of the stage settings of which more 
has been written and told than has been 
perhaps of any other production given of re- 
cent years in this country. 

The auditor left the Illinois with a some- 
what mixed and confused impression of the 
evening as a whole. That he had viewed 
a wealth of furniture and drapery stuffs the 
like of which had not before met his gage 
in any place save possibly one of the show 
palaces of Europe, that he had watched ‘a 
series of gorgeous pictures to which setting, 
dress, and people innumerable gave al! the 
semblance of reality, that he had followed a 
story that was neither pleasant nor divert- 
ing—these things he knew with comparative 
certainty, but as to how “ great a play he 
had seen and how much genius there had 
been displayed in the acting he was a bit 
less confident. There had been so much 
furniture that the play and the 
seemed shoved into a decidedly secondary 
position. But when he finally had moved 
out mentally from under all the carpentering 
and tailoring and was able to get down to 
things dramatic and histrionic he concluded 
that he had been watching a melodrama 
which had been put together by a man who 
knew theatrical values down to the finest 
point, that at least the first two of the five 
acts had contained Mttle distinct dramatic 
effectiveness, that the third was sensational 
in character, and that the fourth was not 
only the dramatic high point in the play but 
was made compelling in {ts power because of 
the intensity with which Mrs. Carter played 


The fifth act was depressing, as the march to 
the guillotine in all French revolution plays 
invariably is. 

Mr. Belasco has made an essentially act- 
able melodrama, one that has its mass of in- 
‘cident so cleverly introducéd that the specta- 
tor is almost flattered into believing that he is 
watching a tragic play of real worth. The 
same melodramatic traits that distinguish 
Zaza, The Heart of Maryland.“ and the 
other predecessors of Du Barry.“ are to 
be found, however, throughout this latest 
creation of the skillful playwright, only in 
the present instance the subject is one that 
admitted of such sumptuousness of setting 
and trapping that the melodramatic nature 
of the piece is largely lost sight of. But 
wait until Mrs. Carter is through with Du 
Barry,.“ and it gets on the road with its 
finery reduced in quantity and dimmed in 
splendor! 


The lines of the play are also of the Belasco 
melodramatic kind—not exaggerated or ex- 
travagant to the point where they annoy by 
their unnaturalness, but written always with 
an ear to the theatrical and with little show 
of wit or especial humor. In short, Du 
Barry is a melodrama of first class kind, 
well put together, interesting, effective, and, 
as presented, gorgeous beyond all usual- 
ness, but a melodrama still. : 
That the production is one to which n 
one save possibly a lover of the simple could 
in any way object will be gathered from the 
foregoing. The luxury of the French court 
during the reign of Louis XV. is placed be- 
fore us with a lavishness and recklessnegs 
that could not have been surpassed had the 
real Du Barry instead of Mr. Belasco been 
ordering the display. The scenery is excep- 
tionally elaborate and complex, the furni- 
ture and properties of the most costly sort, 
and the costumes of the richest and most 
beautiful kind. As a study in stage expen- 
giveness alone Du Barry is worth the 
peeing. 
And in stage management the production 
is also a delight. The lighting of all the stage 
pictures is masterly, the movement of the 
principals, the grouping and action of the 
supernumeraries, the neatness and exact- 
ness with which everything is done—these 
are points of excellence which contribute in- 
estimably to the successfulness of the per- 
formance and to the popular favor it finds.

Ot Mrs. Carter's acting of the role of Dy 
Barry it became really convincing only in the 
last two acts. There were moments in the 
earlier acts—the long explanation to Cosse 
in the second, and the outburst before De 
Brissac in the third—when she struck the 
note of seeming sincerity, but aside from 
these the impression left was one of distinct 
artificiality. The ooquetry of the.first act, 
the unrest and dissatisfaction in the second, 
and most of the work in the third act did 
not ring true. It was acting—and acting 
that was constantly in evidence. 

As for the scene where Du Barry receives 
the, court in the third act, it was played di- 
rectly at the gallery and with the sole intent 
of producing laughter. Du Barry’s grief was 
real at that moment, and the scene should be 

thetic rather than provocative of laughter. 
e weeping woman longing for her lover 
and rebelling against the conditions sur- 
rounding her, but being togged out in finery 
to receive people who she knew hated her 
should not be a figure to awaken mirth. But 
30 Mrs. Carter played the scene, and so the 
audience received it. 

In the fourth act, however, the hystericai 
element in Mrs. Carter’s art wes able to as- 
gert itself, and here she compelled attention 
and approval just by the sheer physical force 
and intensity employed. Itmay not beart of 
the highest kind, but it is undeniably effec- 
tive. The last act was sincerely played and 
the effect on the audience was corresponding- 

‘ly deep. It was in these two last acts that 
Mrs. Carter proved her right to serious con- 
sideration ag one of the truly able actresses 
of the country, and earned indulgence for 
some of the less convincing things done by 
her earlier in the performance. 

Of the thoroughly competent work of the 
support it will be a pleasure to speak at 
another time.

In all its pomp and magnificence Mr. Rich- 
ard Mansfield has brought back to the Grand 
Opera house his lavish production of Julius 
Ceesar.”” Repetition has smoothed the rough 
places in what was when first seen here last 
fall a production that called for almost un- 
qualified praise, and the art of Mr. Mans- 
field and his company is now rounded out 
and polished to a degree that can but delight 
all lovers of the finished in histrionic art. 

The scenic investiture remains unchanged 
with one notable exception. The present 
forum scene is one painted and used during 
the New York run, and it adds materially to 
the succession of truly beautiful pictures 
shown. It depicts the ideal more than the 
actual Rome, and its stately temples with 
their graceful marble columns form a pic- 
turesque and striking background for one 
of the greatest scenes in the tragedy. 

In the supporting company there have been 
some changes, but largely in minor parts. 
Barney Johnston, whose portrayal of Caius 
Cassius elicited favorable comment when 
seen here, and whose tragic death hap- 
pened shortly afterward, has had two 
successors. Joseph Haworth had the 
role during the New York engagement, 
and now he has been replaced by 
Frederick Paulding. Mr. Paulding’s work 
suffers by comparison with that of his pred- 
ecessors. In the first place, he has not the 
“lean and hungry look of Cassius. He has 
not the insinuating, wily nature, to properly 
lead up to and call forth activity in the 
dreamer, Brutus. However, Mr. Paulding's 
efforts show care and study of the character, 
and the famous speeches were well received. 

Mr. Mansfield’s Brutus has undergone lit- 
tle change since last seen here. It ranks 
among his most finished creations, and from 
his opening scene, through until the tragic 
end at Philippi, he is the all pervading figure. 
His stormy interview with Cassius in the 
tent scene is still the culmination of his ar- 
tistic achievement. The Marcus Antonius 
of Arthur Forrest stands next to Mr. Mans- 
field's Brutus in popular favor. The oration 
is read in an impassioned manner, and, with

The vote was then taken on a motion to 
table Mr. Schlagenhauf's amendment, and 
a division was called for. The amendment 
was tabled by a vote of 57 to 47. 

The roll was then called on the adoption 
of the resolution. As it became apparent 
that the necessary 102 votes could not be se- 
secured today Mr. Shurtleff, before the re- 
sult was announced, moved that the further 
consideration of the resolution be postponed 
until Wednesday of next week. This motion 
prevailed. Today's vote stood: Yeas, 68;

| After the State Architect. 


The house then took up the resolutions pre- 
pared by the appropriations committee in- 
structing the state architect to prepare im- 
mediately, without compensation in addition 
to his salary, such plans and specifications as 
may be required by the several state institu- 
tions designated in the resolution. 

Mr. Wheeler had read from the elerk's desk 
a printed statement by the state architect 
explaining the several items of expense that 
had been the subject of criticism. From 
July 1, 1899, to March 20, 1903, the total ex- 
penses were $19,426, and based upon the cost 
of the buildings erected the fees of a private 
architect, at 5 per cent of the cost, would have 
been $62,225. The statement included a 
copy of the resolution of the state board of 
charities authorizing the payment of the ar- 
chitect's expenses. ; 

Regarding the architect’s statement that 
a saving had been effected to the state, Mr. 
Sherman said that, counting the architect's 
salary and the expenses incurred to next 
July, the cost of the architect’s services 
would be 3.2 per cent of the cost of the build- 
ings erected. ‘‘ Let me have $1,244,000 for 
building purposes,“ said he, and let me go 
in the open market of this state, and I will 
get the architect’s services performed for 
2% per cent of the cost of the buildings.

Senate Passes Primary Bill. 


There will be few independent candidates 
for office after July 1 if the bill prepared by 
Senator Gardner, which passed the senate to- 
day, becomes a law. This special measure 
amends certain sections of the primary elec- 
tion law and limits the petitioners who sign 
nomination papers for independent candi- 
dates to qualified voters, who have not at- 
tended any primary or caucus held to nomi- 
nate candidates for such offices at said elec- 
tion or signed any other nomination papers 
for any candidate for said office at said elec- 
tion. Each voter shall sign one nomination 
paper and no more. When a nomination is 
withdrawn no other candidate can be in- 
serted. Two gections are added to the pri- 
mary laws, as follows: 

“Section 87. In case it shall appear that 
any nomination paper provided for in said 
act, as hereby amended, shall not be signed 
by voters having the requisite qualifications, 
or by a sufficient number of qualified voters, 
equaling said required number or percentage 
of vote, as the case may be, then, and in such 
event,” such nomination paper shall be void 
and insufficient to entitle the name of such 
candidate to be put upon the ballot. 

“Section 38. No person shall be eligible as 
a candidate by nomination paper as afore 
said for any elective office who has partici- 


of any political party to make a nomination 
for such elective office, or whose name has 
been presented as a candidate for such elec- 
tive office in any caucus, primary, or conven- 
tion of any political party.“ 

The bil! furnishes many curious angles, and 
it is claimed that under its provisions, if a 
man’s name is only mentioned in a co: ven- 
tion, om if he receives a vote either therein, 
with or without’ authority, he.is debarred 
from becoming a candidate for that mee. 
The proposition is said to devise a novel 
scheme of ridding parties of candidates by 
having some one vote for them in the conven- 
tion in question.

Traction Hearing April 9. 


Chairman Lindly of the house municipal 
corporations committee has designated April 
9 as the day to hear all parties who want to 
come before his committee in regard to the 
traction question in Chicago.

At present a flerce contest is being waged 
in the city of Chicago for supremacy in the 
mayoralty campaign.

verted statements. 

No reasons exist for such conditions at 
the time named for the hearing. The may- 
oralty contest will be settled. The great cit- 
izenship of Chicago can then take up this 
question coolly and deliberately and discuss 
it from a business standpoint.”’ 


Work of the Committees. 


The house revenue committee agreed on 
a committee bill providing that the board 
of review in Cook county shall make no 
reduction of assessment without a public 
hearing, and that the board of assessors 
shall have the right to be heard in opposi- 
tion to any proposed reduction.

DR. HERBERT M’AULEY DIES 


AFTER SURGICAL OPERATION. 


Chicago Physician, Organizer of 8 


Boer Hospital Corps, Succumbs in 
Manner by Himself. 


Dr. Herbert McAuley, organizer of the Chi- 
cago hospital corps in the Boer war, died yes- 
terday in Joliet after an operation for appen- 


dicitis. The circumstances of his death, it 
was asserted by his friends, had been fore- 
seen by him in a dream. 


Something tells me that I shall die quick- 


ly,” said the young physician to a Joliet 


friend a few days ago. I believe my dream 
will come true... 

A day later he was taken ill suddenly, and 
his death followed. Dr. McAuley was 32 


years old and unmarried. His only brother 


took charge of the body yesterday and ac- 


companied it to Selma, Ala., the birthplace or 


the dead man, for burial. 
Dr. McAuley had an interesting record of 
service during the Boer war. He was instru- 


mental in the raising of the Chicago hospital 
corps, which he accompanied to south Africa. 


Once in the Transvaal the entire company 
enlisted with the Boers. Some time iater, 


while en route for home with other Ameri- 


cans, the doctor was arrested while passing 
through Portuguese territory and thrown 
into prison. Surgical instruments and other 
supplies valued at $10,000, belonging to the 
Red Cross society, were confiscated. . 

At the end of two weeks the physician was 
released. Later he complained to the United 
States authorities at Paris, and when he re- 
turned to the United States he presented a 
claim fof $100,000 indemnity against the 
Portuguese. This claim was pending at the 
time of the physician's death. 

Previous to his dearture for south Africa 
Dr. McAuley practiced medicine on the 
north side, having an office at 86 Pine street. 
He lived with the family of W. D. Constable,

TAXES TOM DALY TO TASK 


BAN JOHNSON REPLIES TO CRITI- 
CISM OF HIS LEAGUE. 


Tells What Organisation 
Has Done for Players and for Base- 
ball in General—Never Fought to 
Abolish Reserve Rule, Which Has 
Existea Among Its Own Clubs 
Throughout the ‘Wan-Many Clean 
Sportsmen Now Interested in Game. 


In reply to a statement given out at Mobfle 
yesterday by Tom Daly, president of what is 
left of the Players’ Protective association, to 
the effect the American ledgue had accom- 
plished nothing for the good of baseball or the 
players, President Ban Johnson made a terse 
and characteristic rejoinder. 

Among other things Daly said the American 
league was compelled at the peace conference 
to swallow the reserve rule, against which it 
fought for two years, and which it promised 


would never be revived again. 
That statement,” said Mr. Johnson, is 
an absurdity. The American league never 
fought to abolish the reserve rule, and never 
said it would. We fought for the right of 
existence and for recognition as a major 
league, and in that fight were forced to bring 
about a state of chaos in the baseball world. 
But all that time the reserve rule was in 
operation right in our own league. The 
Washington club, for instance, could not take 
a player from any other club in the league 
without permission. 

The National league was the first to vio- 
late the reserve rule, when in the fall of 1900 
it wiped out all our property rights and went 
out to sign our players. Dick Padden was 
the first player who jumped the reserve rule, 
and he jumped from the American league to 
the St. Louls National league team. We 
were compelled to fight the National with its 
own weapons, and paid no more attention to 
its reserve rule than the club owners of that 
organization did to ours. 

The reserve rule is the bulwark of or- 
ganized baseball, and no peace between the 
two leagues was possible without it. There is 
no other protection against the dishonesty 
of a great many of the players, who have not 
hesitated to hold the club owners of both 
leagues up for immense salaries. The play- 
ers have had two years of harvest, and have 
no cause for complaint. 

Daly says the American league has done 
nothing for baseball nor for the players. 
Three years ago Daly was playing in Brook- 
lyn for a salary of $2,100 or $2.200, I don't re- 
member which. The American league gave 
him a two year contract for $3,500 a year. 
That is a pretty good increase for a player 
of Daly’s age. And what is true in his case 
is equally true in the case of nearly every 
ballplayer of repute in the country. That is 
what the league has done for the player. 
For the betterment of the game this last war 
has brought into our ledgue, and into the 
National league as well, a lot of clean, hon- 
est sportsmen, who are a credit to the game, 
and insure its being conducted on clean lines 
for years to come. 

The players are receiving higher salaries 
today than ever before in the history of the 
game. Ten years or more ago, at the close 
of the association war, the players’ salaries 
were cut in half by the Nati 1 league. 
Nothing of that sort will happenghis time.” 

Regarding the existence or rehewal of the 
players’ association President Johnson re- 


fused to be quoted. 


APPEAL TO MAGNATE’S LOYALTY 


University of Michigan Authorities 
Take Belated Action to Retain Grad- 
uate Manager Baird’s Services. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., March 24.—[Special.]— 
Over 3,000 enthusiastic students, men and 
women, congregated at a massmeeting here 
this afternoon to adopt resolutions petition- 
ing Henry Killilea to release Graduate Mana- 
ger Baird from his contract to become finan- 
cial manager of the Boston American league 
club. After several speeches and proposals 
the meeting adopted this resolution: 

“Whereas, Since Mr. Baird became mana- 
ger Michigan athletics have reached the pin- 
nacle of success, and in his brain are the 
plans for making Ferry field the best achletie 
field in the country, and, because it would 
be a long while before the athletic associa- 
tion could secure another man with half as 
much experience, 

Resolved. That Mr. Killilea be petitioned 
to release Mr. Baird from his contract out 
of loyalty to his alma mater.”’

NEW BOXING BILL IS FAVORED. 


House Committee on Judiciary at 


Springfield Reports in Favor of 
six Round Fights. 


Springfield, III., March 24.—[Special.]— 
Among other bills reported favorably out of 
the house committee on judiciary this aft- 
ernoon was one offered by Representative 
Deady allowing six round boxing matches. 

The Deady bill amends section 285 of the 
criminal code, which prohibits sparring or 
boxing exhibitions, by a provision that it 
shall not apply to such exhibitions when 
given by duly incorporated clubs under the 
state of Illinois, when such exhibitions shall 
not be longer than six rounds of three min- 
utes each, between contestants who shall be 
18 years of age or over, pronounced by phy- 
sicians physically fit. It is further provided 
that notice of the exhibition shall be given 
municipal authorities, who shall exercise 
their discretion as to granting permit; and, 
further, that giving of permit shall in no 
way stop municipal authorities from pre- 
venting the exhibition at any time deemed 
necessary so to do. 

The bill will be reported to the house to- 
morrow and a determined effort made to 
pass it.

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS 


ROCK ISLAND TO FORM A HOLDING 
COMPANY. 


Prepares to Take Over Stock of the St. 
Louis and San Francisco in a Way 
That Will Not Conflict with the In- 
terstate Commerce Law—Bond Issue 
ot $150,000,000 Also Is Rumored— 
Lake and Rail Rates Fixed for the 
Season. 


The Rock Island interests are said to be 
getting ready to organize a holding company 
to take over the stock of the St. Louis and 
San Francisco, the same to be placed in the 
hands of the Rock Island railway company, 
incorporated for financial purposes under the 
laws of New Jersey. Both roads will be op- 


erated by the Rock Island railway com- 


pany, incorporated under the laws of Iowa, 
to operate railroads, and the two will work 
hand in hand, after the fashion of the North- 
ern Pacific railway and the Northern Se- 
curities company. In this manner all conflict 
with the interstate commerce law is to be 
obviated. 

The terms upon which the St. Louis and 
San Francisco will be taken. over by the 
Rock Island are substantially as follows:

This would net about W for Frisco com- 
mon according to present quotations. 

It is also reported that the Rock Island 
contemplates a large increase in its bond 
issue. An amount as high as $150,000,000 is 
mentioned. An issue as large as this would 
suggest extensive deals in addition to the 
Frisco absorption, possibly taking over the 
Mexican Central. 


Lake and Rail Rates Fixed. 


A dispatch from Buffalo states that lake 
and rail rates have been agreed upon for the 
coming season without antagonizing the Soo 
line, though it is suspected that under the 
merger and control of all the other steam- 
ship lake Hines by the eastern trunk lines it 
has not been possible to abolish the basis that 
would have been adopted if the Soo road were 
not outside the combination. 

It was intended, it is said, that this should 
favor Chicago as against the northwest, but 
the Soo would not assent to any such propo- 
sition. Its position probably is indicated in 
sentiments expressed by forther United 
1 Senator Washburn of Minnesota when

The Soo line will never go into that pool 
with my consent. Its interests are in an en- 
tirely different direction. The proposition Is 
outrageous. It is a merger, merger, nothing 
but mergers. I am opposed to them, more 
especially this one of the eastern trunk lines. 
It threatens the interests of northwestern 
business men seriously.” 


St. Joseph Wins Its Fight. 


The Commercial club and corporate inter- 
ests of St. Joseph, Mo., which have been 
waging a war on the Rock Island for the 
last four months, resulting finally in a 
severe boycott on all freight and passen- 
ger business, have won every point demand- 
ed, which includes two new trains and 
through sleeper service on all lines of the 
company radiating from or near that city. 
The trouble started over the discontinuance 
of through sleeping car service between St. 
Joseph, Mo.,.and Chicago, because of al- 
leged bad track. 


More Shifts in Prospect. 


G. O. Somers, general freight agent of the 
Great Northern, is reported to have resigned 
and Harry Jones, his chief clerk, is said to 
be about to resign. Assistant to the Presi- 
dent Warren of the Rock Island, who at 
one time was general manager of the Great 
Northern, has appointed dther Great North- 
ern officials to leading positions on the Rock 
Island, and it is surmised that Mr. Somers 
is slated for something important, probably 
traffic director of the Rock Island system.

Mr. Cooley declined to state just what he 
proposed to do to place the Chicago candi- 
dates on a par with those applying ‘or po- 
sitions from outside cities, but it fs possi- 
ble that the rule demanding two years’ suc- 
cessful experience as a regularly assigned 
kindergarten teacher before the candidate 
is eligible to the service will be amended 
to reduce the experience period to one year. 

Mrs. O'Keeffe and Mrs. Sherman, who are 
leading the attack against the criticised 
rule, declare that it makes it impossible 
for a Chicago candidate to engage in the 
public service as a kindergarten teacher 
without first having gone to some other city 
and gained two years’ practical experience 
in kindergarten teaching. |

Suits 
were filed against the Freeholders of Amer- 
ica, the Home Guarantee company, the 
Equitable Purchasing company, otherwise 
the Equitable Loan company, the Ameri- 
can Home Assurance company, and the 
United States Guarantee Home Purchasing 
company of Chichgo. 

In one of the petitions Attorney General 
Hamlin says: | 

“The loans or advances made to holders 
under the contracts are dependent on the con- 
dition that all holders of prior contracts shall 
have received their loan or forfeited their 
rights to the same.“ This arrangement, the 
attorney general continues, is without war- 
rant or authority of law and against the 
peace and dignity of the state of Illinois.

NEW BOOKS. 


SOME ASTONISHING FACTS. 
Mr. Heinrich Reveals Many Things About 
Authors and Composers. 

Tf you don't know anything at all it might 
be well for you to-read the notes to Carl 
Heinrich’s book of verses, ‘‘ Moods and Mo- 
ments.) You will learn that William 
Shakspeare was the talented author of 
Hamlet.“ ‘Macbeth,’ ‘King Lear,’ and 
other noteworthy plays which are at present 
occasionally and badly acted. You will also 
read that “Alexander Pope was an English 
poet of the eighteenth century, who wrote 
many excellent poems in the above style. 
His works are rich in epigrams, maxims, and 
pert sayings.” 

The most astonishing piece of information, 
however, is that Ludwig von Beethoven was 
“a n composer highly esteemed in hie 
own day, and still considered by some to be 
the greatest of composers. His music is not, 
hqwever, as popular with the majority of 
the musically inclined as the less technical 
and complicated but more soothing and 
heartfelt melodies of the American ballad 
writers.” That is convincing. If you ever 
had a sneaking suspicion that the fifth sym- 
phony was a greater composition than “ Mr. 
Dooley,’ forget it. Aside from these en- 
cyclopedic bits of information, the volume 
contains little or nothing of value. There are 
a few passages which show a kind of crude 
strength that is a vague of a possible 
something in the future.

SOME RECENT VERSE. 


John Hall Ingham takes life seriously. In 
his volume, “Pompeii of the West and Other 
Poems,” there is not a frivolous line, not a 
filppant note, not a touch of gayety. He 
writes of death, of religion in its most solemn 
aspects, and of the responsibility of life. 
While there is nothing strikingly clever 
or original in his work it is all acceptable. 
The titular poem sings the praises of Chi- 
cago and the world’s fair. Of the White 
city he says: |

The book is a study of a young girl, a Rus- 
sian Jew by birth, and of her genius; such 
A one as is found once in a lifetime among 
the people of a persecuted race, and which 
eventually finds an outlet. This outlet may 
be through music, art of some sort, or else 
an impassioned revolt against tyranny, or 
fate. In this study the genius expressed it- 
self in acting, and through influence outside 
of itself it was given opportunity to expand, 
to become famous both in Paris and Lon- 
don—a genius such that it brought people to 
their feet.

Besides this, the past meant a dingy little 
curio shop, and scant notice or care from 
any one except Johann—the worm under her 
feet. At first, therefore—at 16—the penalty 
seemed easy to pay, with life and a brilliant 
future before her, and Anna learned slowly 
to look forward to the time when the world 
would be at her feet, not backward toward 
the old father, who had in all probability for- 
gotten her existence. 

Later, the penalty became a burden not to 
be born, when Anna learned of the feeble old 
father whose inteliect had gone out like a 
snuffed candle at news of her departure, and 
of the patient, faithful Johann, and, hardest 
of all, of the scorn in which one whom she 
loved regarded such a procedure. Thus 
Anna, having reached the highest arc of her 
circle, sees herself driven by conscience, by 
love and repentance, back to the old life, and 
so completing the circle of her. existence. 
From dark she had risen to light, from light 
she had felt it her fate to go into the dark 
again. But lovers—however harsh in their 
judgment of other women—will make a thou- 
sand allowances for the one woman in the 
world. Maurice Strode, being a most per- 
severing lover, comes after his lady, into the 
dark, made so much blacker now that the old 
father is dead, and shows Anna into the light 
again. 

n Anna, Johann, old Solny (the 
father), and the presiding benefactress, Mrs. 
Maxtead—all these are distinct characters, 
with nothing commonplace about one of 
them, nor, indeed, about the story itself. 
The conversation is at times a trifle unnat- 
ural, a trifle too bookish, and this fault might 
be found especially with the character of 
Mrs. Maxtead, who has too much the air of 
understudy to the spginx to please the read- 
ers.
